CITY  OF  rOKT  MOODY. 


By-law  No.  14. 


A By-law  to  yrovide  for  a New  Road'  iu  the  City  of 
I’ort  Moody  aeroys  Digtrict  Lots  mimbered  l2tJo, 
20'^,  and  20,  New  M'estmiuster  District,  from 
a I’oint  on  the  lYest  Side  of  Albert  Street  to 
a 1‘oiut  on  the  E>i-'t  Side  of  the  North  Road', 
and  to  expropriate  certain  Lands  therefor. 

WHEREAS  by  subsection  (170)  of  section  50 
of  the  “ Municipal  Act  ” it  is  provided  that 
in  every  municipality  the  Council  may  make  by-laws 
for  establighing-,  opening,  making,  preserving,  im- 
proving, rcipairing,  widening,  altering,  diverting,  or 
stopping  up  roads,  streets,  squares,  alleys,  laneiA 
bridges,  or  other  public  thoroughfares,  and'  for 
entering  upon,  expropriating,  breaking  up,  taking, 
or  using  any  real  proiierty  in  any  way  necessary  or 
conveniisnt  for  the  said' purpose&i  without  the  consent 
of  the  owners?  of  the  real  property,  subject  to  the 
lestriotions  contained'  in  Part  NV.  of  said  Act: 

And  'whereas  the  street  or  road  shown  on  the 
various  plans  of  subdivision  of  said  District  Lots

not  provide  for  utseful  and  serviceable  roadways 
running  easterly  and  westerly  across  said  district 
lots  between  the  points  aforesaid,  owing  to  the  pre- 
valence of  ravines,  gullies,  and:  other  olvs; ructions 
crossing  the  same,  thereby  rendering  the  cost  of 
construction  of  road's  along  the  limes  of  the  s^aid 
streets  too  expensive  for  utility  and  practically  pro- 
hibitive :

Rule  70. 

Ale  APPI.ICATIOXS  for  Private  Bills, 
properly  the  subject  of  leghslalion  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  Xorih  America  Act, 
1807,” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  'Tramway,  'rurnpike  Road, 
or  'L'elegraph  or  'relejihone  Line;  the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Ilaibour,  Canal,  Lock.  Dam. 
Slide,  or  other  like  work;  the  granting  of  a right  of 
Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  .Toint-stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  indi- 
viduals any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi- 
leges whatev-er,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  it.s  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or 
properly  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu- 
lar class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
amendment  of  a like  nature  to  any  former  Act. — 
shall  require  a Xotice,  clearly  and  distinctly  speci- 
fying the  nature  and  object  of  the  application  and. 
where  the  aiiplication  refers  to  any  proposed  work,

Such  notice  shall  bo  continued  in  each  case  for 
a period  of  at  least  six  weeks,  during  the  interval 
Session  and  the  consideration  of  the  Petition,  and 
copies  of  such  notice  shall  be  sent  by  the  parties 
in.'jerting  such  notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  to 
be  filed  amongst  the  records  of  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders. 

72.  Xo  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of 
each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented 
to  the  House  after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each 
Session,  nor  may  any  Report  of  any  Standing  or 
Select  Committee  upon  a IMivate  Bill  be  received 
after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no 
Motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Rule  shall  be  entertained'  by  the  House  until  the 
same  has  been  reported'  on  by  the  Committee  on 
S;anding  Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Private 
Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House.  And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore- 
said the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
lime  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  cither  case  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  clear  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy  of  such 
Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to 
the  House,  together  icith  eopics  of  the  notices 
guhlishcd.  Such  publication  to  be  proved  by  afli- 
davit  or  declaration  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  House.  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill, 
the  applicant  shall  alsx)  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars.  If  a copy 
of  the  Bill,  Petition,  and  notices  shall  not  have 
been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening 
of  the  Session,  and  if  the  Petition  has  not  been 
presented  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six 
hundred  dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second 
reading  one-half  of  the  fees  paid  shall  be  returned. 

77.  Before  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a Toll 
Bridge,  is  received  bj’  the  House,  the  person  or 
persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall, 
upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by  Rule  70,  also 
at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  give 
notice  of  the  rates  which  they  intend  to  ask,  the 
extent  of  the  privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches, 
the  interval  between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

78.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation 
shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference 
the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the 
details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills.  Special 
grounds  shall  be  established  for  any  proposed 
departure  from  this  principle,  or  for  the  introduc- 
tion of  other  provhsions  as  to  such  details,  and  a 
note  shall  be  appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the 
provisions  thereof  in  which  the  General  Act  is 
proiiosed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are 
recast  by  the  i)romoters  and  reprinted  at  their 
expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses. 

82.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  bj’  the 
parlies  aiiplying  for  the  same,  and  printwl  in 
Small  Pica  tyiie,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems.  on 
good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form,  each  page 
when  folded  measuring  10%  inches  by  ly,  inches. 
There  shall  be  a marginal  number  every  fifth  line 
of  each  iiage  ; the  numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to 
run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page 
are  to  be  numbered  seiiaralely.  'I'liree  hundred 
copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  d'eposited  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill 
during  its  progress  before  the  Committee  on 
Private  Bills,  or  through  the  House,  sucli  Bill  shall 
be  reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof. 
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By  Buie  S3,  a model  form  of  Railway  Bill  is 
adopted.
